My only letter to you was dated just 
as we were nearing the coast of Ireland. 
Since then, with tho continual sight 
seeing and traveling, and the annoyances 
of getting settled in Weimar, I have not 
seen a moment when I could sit down 
and give you or any one a connected 
account of myself. This first Sunday in 
Germany I propose to devote to you, 
and filling out my diary. I will begin 
where I left you, and give an account of 
my ]>resent surroundings in order. On 
Monday p. m. (Oct. 21st), we came in 
sight of land, and quite a number of 
sail vessels and two steamers bound for 
New York. As wo approached the 
southern coast of Ireland, we found the 
shores bluff and rocky, evidently covered 
with a thin soil; no villages, and no an¬ 
imals feeding. Small, white, {cylindrical 
towers dotted the hills (I think I counted 
ten.) These are the Martello towers, and 
it is not known when or why or by whom 
they were built. Any one might judge 
for the purpose of lieaeons to mariners. 
We do not como very near the shore at 
any point. I was very sorry it was dark 
when we reached Queenstown, for we 
had no view of it except the glimmering 
lights, showing us where it was. A 
small steamer came out of the harbor to 
take off the passengers and to take the 
mail. It was a moment that thrilled us 
all, for, as the steamer came in sight, sig¬ 
nal rockets were sent up, which were 
answered in like manner by the Oceanic; 
and we knew that the message that 
would bring cheer to our anxious friends 
in the dear native land was being earned 
through tho long miles of ocean. Oceanic 
arrived at Queenstown on the 21st, at 9 
p. m. It was rough in St. George’s 
channel, and wo were not in sight of 
land any of the way. Wc reached Liver¬ 
pool in the ram at half-past 4 p. m. The 
harbor is a fine one, but its surroundings 
do not compare at all favorably with 
New York. The docks extend nine 
miles, and as they inclose tho shipping, 
one does not sco the ill-looking hulks at 
anchor. I had no trouble with luggage, 
which was not examined, although many 
trunks were opened. Tho next morning 
it rained, so I decided to go on to Lon¬ 
don, as there really is nothing at Liver¬ 
pool of great historic interest. We left 
at 11’.40, and, to our delight, the rain 

had passed, aud we were blessed with 

oiw of those gorgeous Indian summer 
days which we have at home. The 
English railways, I am sure, cannot be 
surpassed by any in tho world. They 
are of steel, and the trains glide over 
them like winged spirits of the air. The 

distance, 250 miles, wo accomplished in 

six hours. The ride will always stand 
out in my memory as the most delightful 
of my life. Surely England is a garden, 
and I do not wonder that an English¬ 
man’s cheeks are puffed out with pride. 
Every inch of soil is under cultivation, 
and tho meadows are like lawns. One 
does not see, of course, our large trees or 
forests. 

Wo stopped at the Langham Hotel, 
as we had been directed, and as did 
many of our fellow passengers. Our 
room was in the Gth story, so our outlook 
in tho morning was upon the chimney- 
tops, whicli looked like rows of stone 
jars. The proverbial fog and umbrella 
were constantly visible, hut for all that, 
with Loudon I was delighted. I could 
not help thinking how you would enjoy 
everything in- that great, solid city, 
which looks as if it had stood from the 
foundations of the world, and would ro- 
main until “the earth passes away. The 
principal streets are immensely broad, 
and so are tho sidewalks. In tho busiest 
thoroughfares one is never jostled, and 
one is not obliged to wriggle like an eel 
to cross them, as in Broadway. It is a 
much eloaner city than New York, so, if 
it does always rain (which was the case 
four of the days wo wore there), it is quite 
possible to go about. I did not see street 
cal's, but there are omnibuses, which are 
always loaded inside and out with men. 
The most comfortable and complete ve 
hide to ride in, and one always ■within 
call, is a “Hansom,” a low-scaled car 
tiago for two, on two wheels, whiclf en¬ 
tirely closes with a lookout on all aides of 
glass. The driver rides on an elevated 
seat behind. 

On Thursday wo went to the Houses 
of Parliament, magnificent buildings of 
recent construction, the corner-stone be¬ 
ing laid in 1810. The buildings cover an 
area of eight acres, and r the external stone 
is a magnesian limestone from Yorkshire. 
The principal or river front is 900 feet 
in length, paneled and decorated with 
rows of statues aud shields of arms of the 
kings and queens of England from the 
time of tho Conquest until now. The 
House oil Commons does not seem as 
large as ours—G2 feet long, 4*) feet 
broad, aud 45 feet high. Tho windows 
aro of stained glass, and tho walls of dark 
carved oak. The House of Peers is 
97x45x45, is similar, but its massive ele¬ 
gance of carved oak is not so imposing as 
I imagined it would be. It was inter¬ 
esting to see tho queen’s chain and the 
woolsack of the Lord Chancellor. The 
twelve windows are of stained glass, and 
lighted from the outside at night. Be¬ 
neath the windows and at either end are 
18 niches for statues of the Magna 
Charter Barons, (modern England is not 
so devoted to royalty as to forget her 
greatest benefactors). The different and 
numerous corridors are lined with fres¬ 
coes representing different scenes in 
English history, but I fancy their being 
historical is their only merit. The finest 
painting I saw was “The Death of Har- 
rold,” who, you remember, was the last 
of the Saxon kings, and fell in the battle 
of Hastings. 

The tdwers of Westminster Abbey are 


no longer visions of a half century’s 
dream, but great, grand facts. I went 
into the Abbey alone with Hatty, and 
gave myself up for a time to the im¬ 
pressions of tho place. I was awed to 
silence, and walked reverently among the 
tombs of buried kings and queens, in¬ 
voluntarily suppressing my breath lest I 
might waken them from their sleep of 
centuries. That is a place where I could 
not spend a night alone. I wandered 
about reading significant inscriptions and 
gazing upon the statued forms of the un¬ 
conscious sleepers beneath, as many an¬ 
other lias done before me, until I 
felt oppressed with the weight of cen¬ 
turies, and was almost glad to escape to 
the world of the living. I saw in fancy 
the long procession following kings to 
their burial, at the same time tho tri¬ 
umphant march of others, shouting, 
“Long live the king,” for the one newly 
crowned. I brought away as a souvenir 
a photograph of the coronation chair, 
made in 1272 for Edward 1st. This con¬ 
tains the famous stone (reddish grey 
sandstone) on which the Scottish kings 
were crowned at Scone, and which Ed¬ 
ward 1st earned away with him as an 
evidence of his absolute conquest of 
Scotland. There is a more modem chair 
made for the coronation of Mary, wife of 
William 3d. (I suppose, as they were 
both crowned sovereigns of England, two 
chairs were needed.) The old one is the 
one always used—-was for Victoria. The 
most, or rather one of the most, inter¬ 
esting places to me was the oldest part 
of the Abbey—the Chapter House, oc¬ 
tagonal in shape, English gothic in style, 
built in 1250 by Henry 3d. And now 
I can give you an historical fact which I 
do not believe even you knew before. It 
wa# used for the sitting of the House of 
Commons from the reign of Edward 1st 
1272), for 300 years, until Edward Gth 
son of Henry 8t.h), when it was made a 
repository of public records; not removed 
till 18G0. I saw hanging in the room 
two pieces of tapestry just hanging to¬ 
gether, the needle-work doubtless of 
some royal personage (no one knows 
whom), first used in the coronation of 
James 2d. (The famous Bayeux tapestry, 
it is known, was wrought by the wife of 
William the Conqueror). One of these 
represents flowers and a vine twining 
arouiuLthe pillars; the other, the Scrip¬ 
ture scene of Abraham sending away 
Hagai'! Both are like paintings seen at 
a little distance. The roof of this Chap¬ 
ter House is supported by a central pier, 
whicli served as a whipping-post when 
any of the nuiuku UtuiMgreo<->e>d. Tjaok 
Sunday we attended service in that 
strange, weird old place, and I must say 
it would be impossible for me to give 

you a transcript of my feelings as I sat in 

the “dim religious light” of a Christian 
sanctuary rendered safcred by its thousand 
associations. The service was not very 
unlike our Episcopal service, except that 
it was intoned, and the Te Deum chanted 
by a choir of boys robed in white. The 
sermon was quite simple, from the text, 
“What saiththe Scripture?’ There was not 
as much form or ceremony as I had sup¬ 
posed from what I had read, or perhaps 
should say it seemed more like sincere, 
heartfelt, Christian worship. 

The Tower was next, or, indeed, equal 
in historic interest. Here are kept the 
crown jewels, which are a blaze of dia - [ 
monds, rubies, emeralds and sapphires, 
with many pieces of elegantly-wrought 
gold service, used on coronation and 
other important state occasions. Also 
the royal armory, which was once the 
banqueting hall of kings, and is now 
filled with 60,000 stand of arms, beauti¬ 
fully kept and wonderfully arranged in 
curious designs. One sees long lines of 
equestrian figures clothed in tho armors 
of various reigns, from Edward 1st to 
James 2d. ICnights in coats of mail line 
the corridors, and it would be impossible 
in any limited time to examine the many 
elaborately-wrought weapons of offense 
and defense, of most exquisite workman¬ 
ship in silver, gold, steel, brass and iron. 
One can find in it all an epitome of 
English history. Tho oldest part of the 
building is tho White Tower, where, it 
is said, the kings and tho royal family 
heard mass. It was built by William 
the Conqueror, and is of the purest Nor 
man architecture. One may read in his¬ 
tory of the imprisonment and execution 
of England’s noblest men for slight of¬ 
fenses against royalty, or for opinion’s 
sake, and it seems like a dream ; but let 
him stand in a dungeon where Sir Wal¬ 
ter Raleigh was confined for twelve yearn, 
and read the inscriptions carved in stone 
by different state pi'isonei's to beguile the 
weary hours, and all this soems like 
reality. What a comfort the one text 
must have been, “Blessed is he that en- 
dureth to the end.” I could imagine how 
tho wavering faith grew stronger for 
martyrdom as day by day the patient 
worker saw it gradually speaking to him 
from tho prison wall ! 

We rode and walked about the differ 
ent parks, which are very beautiful. 
One feature I disliked—on either side of 
the walks and drives are iron railings, 
which take away greatly from the rural 
appearance. Regent’s Park is the great 
promenade for the people. I noticed the 
absence of statuary, aud concluded that 
was not the favorite way England has of 
honoring her great men. However, tho 
Duke of Wellington is servod up every 
whore, in every possible attitude—eques¬ 
trian and standing, life-size and colossal, 
in busts and pictures; streets, parks, 


placed yet. The approach is by flights 
of steps in a square 130 feet each way, 
of grey Irish granite. At the angles of 
these steps are four groups of marble 
statues representing Europe, Asia, Africa 
and America, symbolical, of course, and 
exquisitely done. The entire basement 
above the steps is Burrounded by 200 
life-sized figures in bas-relief, being por¬ 
traits of the greatest philosophers, men 
of science and literature whom the world 
has produced. These are in white mar¬ 
ble, and I cannot imagine anything more 
exquisite. The central figure on one 
side is Homer, who sits in his blindness 
holding a lyiy and kneeling : about him, 
gazing with reverence, as if to catch the 
inspiration of his matchless genius (which 
they did){ are Dante and Virgil and Plu¬ 
tarch. Could anything be more ex¬ 
pressive and true to history 1 On tho 
projecting angles are groups symbolizing 
Agriculture, Commerce, Manufacture 
and Engineering. The shrine itself strikes 


one at first as gaudy, there being so much ptorm. We spent the night at Cologne, 


with slightly spreading branches, com¬ 
mencing at the same height on every 
tree. The appearance was very artificial, 
and in the absence of other trees, it was 
a very noticeable feature in the landscape. 
The little villages did not seem at all at¬ 
tractive, the houses were very low, with 
little windows all huddled together, with 
red or brown tile, or thatched roofs. I 
would have remained a day at Brussels, 
but it rained fearfully, so at 7:20 a. m.; 
we left for Cologne, a distance of about 
eight hours. The rain prevented our 
seeing anything, even the Cathedral, 
which is the only prominent object of in¬ 
terest. The face of the country is more 
broken from Brussels, and the hills 
are mostly tunneled. Liege is the largest 
place we passed, and is quite distinguish¬ 
ed for its coal and iron, which rertders it 
an important point for manufactux-e. It 
is an ugly-looking place. Perhaps, 
though, it is not quite fair to pronounce 
upon it, seen through a driving rain- 


buildings and bnraicks are named for 
him. Wellington relics are in every 
museum ; in short, all England swears 
by him. 

One of the finest—the finest modern 
building is the Albert Hall of Arts, in 
the form of an ancient circus, i*oofed 
over by a glass dome, and capable of 
holding 10,000 pex-sons. Right opposite, 
in the Kensington Gardens, stands the 
“Albert Memorial,” a Gothic ci'oss or 
canopy, rising in a spire 175 feet high, 
sexwing as a shrine for a oolossal guilt 
statue of the Prince. This has not been 


gilt about it. However, as one studies 
all the designs upon it, tho impression is 
very different. The pillars which sup¬ 
port the shrine are rather groups of small 
pillars of different varieties of granite (I 
recognized the grey and red Scotch), and 
wondeifully polished. In the angles of 
tho golden gables are bronze statues 
lepresenting the greater sciences, and on 
the spire are groups of angels ! in atti¬ 
tudes, suggestive of resigning worldly 
honoi's or aspiring after heavenly glory. 
The whole is a study, and I would like 
to study it for hours. 

I next visited St. Paul’s Cathedral, the 
fii'st stone laid June, 1675, and finished 
1710, begun and completed by one archi¬ 
tect, Sir Christopher Wren, who is buried 
in the crypt, and was 91 years of age. It 
is in the form of a ci’oss, 550x100. In 
height, 370 feet. Large as it is, it could 
stand within St. Peter’s at Rome. The 
dome is considered fautless, is of wood 
covered with lead. The eight paintings 
within the cupola represent the principal 
events in the life of St. Paul. One sees 
on all sides marble monuments in honor 
mostly of militaiy and naval heroes. I 
foi'got to mention, in speaking of West¬ 
minster Abbey, tho monument tenderly 
inscribed to Major Andre, erected at the 
expense of Geox’ge III. We saw also the 
chest in which his body was bi’ought to 
England. The figure of Washington ini 
bas-relief on the monument has had the 
head knocked off, and i*enowed three 
times. In a letter of Charles Lamb to 
Southey, in speaking of it, lie says : “The 
wanton uf w.aie scttool boy, ilreU, 

perhaps, with raw notions of trans-at- 
lanfcie freed (An. The mischief was dono 
about the time that you were a scholar 

there. Do you know anything of the un- 
fortunate relic?' This allusion to the 
early political principles of the great poet 
is said to have interrupted their friend¬ 
ship for a time. 

The Zoological Gardens are well kept, 
and are woi*th seeing. The day was 
beautiful, and we enjoyed the display of 
beasts, birds, shrubs and flowers. 

We di*ove over all the bridges, along 
the Victoria and Albert Embankments of 
the Thames, which is the commencement 
of a design to render the Thames like 
the Seino—a magnificent feature of the 
city, instead of a common sewer lined 
with mean hovels and coal wharves. 
These embankments are solid walls of 
granite, 8 feet thick, 40 feet high; laid 
of coux'se several feet below low water 
mark. One is 7000 feet long ; the other 
4300. They have cost an immense 
amount—the money derived partly from 
rates and from duties levied on coal and 
lime brought into London. 

I did not go out to Windsor Castle or 
to the Ci'ystal Palace, for there was no 
day that it did not rain or look very 
tlxi'eatening. 

It is vex-y expeixsivo for travelers to 
stop iix London. The cab hire within 
a milo is 25 cents, but in seeing much 
one has to take a cab several times a day. 
You must buy tickets to see everything, 
and give a fee besides ; all of which 
count up remarkably fast. At the hotels 
the px'ices for rooms vaiy with the loca¬ 
tion (ours was in the Gth and upper 
story, a perpendicular l’ide of 
a mile, in an elevator, with a 
charge per day of $1.25). The service 
per day , $1.25. For meals at table 
d'hote (public table) $1.50 If ordered, 
of coui'so just what one pleases. 

I have a good idea of London by five 
days constant sight-seeing, but it is im¬ 
possible in that time to feel satisfied. 

I feasted on the roast mutton, which 
exceeds anything of the kind I ever ate. 
In truth, my brief stay was a feast of 
fat things in every sense of the term. 

We left London at 7:40- a. m., on 
Tuesday, 29th Oct., for Dover, to take 
the Steamer for Osteud. No one ever 
gives you the distance in miles, it is al¬ 
ways so many hours. In two hours we 
were at Dovei\ Gazing upon the chalk 
cliffs, and had pointed out tons thecannon, 
(Queen Ann’s pocket piece,) with the 
inscription the children have repeated so 
many times, “Load me well and swab me 
clean, and I’ll carry a ball to Calais 
Gi'een.” Wo were both sick in crossing, 
more so, even, than on the Ocean. It 
was only for four 1 tours, however. The 
l'ide to Brussels, through Belgium, was 
about two hours and a half, l’eaching tho 
Hotel d’Angleterre, close by the station, 
at about 6 p. m. The face of the coun¬ 
try all of the way is a a most perfect 
level, no hedges or fences, mai'ked off in 
quadrangular patches like a bed quilt.— 
The soil whei-e the vegetables were ixot 
gathered, (I should think Belgiuxn raised 
beets and turnips enough for a continent,) 
was most perfectly prepared for planting; 
ploughed and harrowed without the 
smallest pebble to be seen. Nature not 
having suggested any curves, it never 
seems to have occured to the Belgians 
that Hogarth’s line of beauty could be 
possible. The public roads are eirtirely 
straight, for miles, very narrow, and 
lined on either side by straight, 
slender trees, precisely alike, 


leaving the next day at 6:30 a. m for 
Weimar, which we l'eached at 8 p. in., 
making a distance of fourteen hours. 
The German ti-ains are very slow—not 
averaging more than 13 miles per hour. 
This ride was through a very hilly and 
picturesque country. The hillsides are 
mostly cultivated almost to the very 
top. Where thei-e is verdui'e it is 
of stunted growth, and the autumn 
foliage, unlike oui-s for brilliancy, is 
every conceivable shade of brown, with 
a little bright yellow mingled. The road 
runs along beside, or crosses sti'eams neai'ly 
all the distance. The peasants must be 
poor, for the little hamlets are just 
clusters of low houses, seemingly all lxud- 
dled together, veiy low, with tile or 
thatched l’oofs. They look singularly, for 
the frames ai’e all of wood, of coux'se, 
with the spaces filled in with brick, and 
whitewashed, leaving all the framework 
exposed. One sees all sorts of geometri¬ 
cal figures. The only point where one 
sees the Rhine is at Cologne, as the 
course then is East. I had no oppor¬ 
tunity then of indulging in any poetic 
fancies from a sight of its far famed cas¬ 
tles witli their thousand legends. It 
grew dark, so that I could feel reverently 
without gazing as we passed through 
Eisenach, where our Luther was once 
imprisoned. The evening found us safe 
at Weimar, nearly four thousand miles 
from home. I met witli no trouble any 
whei'e. My luggage was not examined, 
and it was an easy matter to attend to it. 
At every change it is weighed and regis-

answers to our check. Ah I was not 
called upon to enter into any discussion 
upon abstract subjects, my stock of 

traveling French and pantomime served 

mo well. 

Wermar is essentially a German city, 
the residence of the Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimar. It soems strange enough not 
to find hardly a person that speaks our 
language. People do not boai'd here; 
they take apartments and have their 
meals served from without. We bad 
some trouble in finding anything at all 
satisfactory, but we are at last very com¬ 
fortably and pleasantly located. We 
have two rooms looking toward the 
south, large and welUfurntshfiit. No car¬ 
pets, but bright nigs, and I am not sure 
but I like it. There is no dust from 
sweeping a cai'pet every morning. Every 
thing seems clean, as the maid wipes up 
the floor and takes out the nigs and shakes 
them. The most annoying featui-e of our 
living is the German cooking. It does 
seem as if we should starve. Our land¬ 
lady furnishes our breakfast, which con¬ 
sists of l'olls and coffee. This is very 
neatly done, and we feel quite cosey and 
happy for this meal. She was not willing 
to furnish dinner, so I ordered that from 
a restaurant. He agrees to bi'ing what 
he provides for his own table d'hote. The 
first day, I am sure, our meal was x'oasb 
rabbit, which we did not relish. It makes 
but little difference what the meat is, it 
all tastes the same from tho vile manner 
of cooking it, vegetables ai’e l’Allemand 
too, and I cannot eat them. I bought a 
spirit lamp yestei-day, so that I can boil 
eggs. If tho stove was diffex*ent I could 
cook many things, but it is made very 
ornamental, and there is noway of reach¬ 
ing the fire. Just after writing the 
above, tho servant came with our dinner, 
and I have been quite satisfied. The 
meat was some l'oast bird, perhaps a 
pigeon, some stewed peax-s, and a deli¬ 
cious dessert, made of rice. On Wed¬ 
nesday and Saturday, (market days), I 
can get apples and pears. Tho markets, 
I am told, are very poor,never any poul¬ 
try, or oysters, only at great prices, and 
no fish.

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Beggars and Swindlers. 

A day or two since, one of the pupils 
of the New York Institution was sent to 
the city witli a letter to a large whole¬ 
sale grocery firm. While waiting in the 
office for his answer, he noticed a man, 
and, mind ye, an able-bodied man, quite 
well clad, enter and pass a card round to 
the inmates. We ai'e happy to chronicle 
that ho was scarcely noticed, and at last 
he approached the waiting mute. Imagine 
the surprise of the latter at x'eading on 
the card, these disgraceful-to-us words 
“ I am mute.” 

We have heard of mute tramps, of 
mute peddlai's and of mute good-for- 
nothings; but verily these seem to be 
honorable men in comparison with this 
last mentioned individual. It is a matter 
of extreme regi-et that he who, being 
mute also, witnessed the scene, did not 
forthwith hand this beggar over to 
the police. 

We remember hearing it told of a 
professor in some institution, that while 
riding in the cars, his attention was 
attracted by a man who was going 
through the train thus labeled “I am 
deaf and dumb.” Imagine the feelings of 
this good professor; but we need not be 
too full of sympathy, for it was subse¬ 
quently ascertained that this beggar was 
no mute at all; but the meanest of 
imposters, and we are happy to add, the 
conductor had little respect for those of 
his kind, and stopped the ti'ain and put 
him off. 

Several years ago, quite a company of 
mutes entered a certain hotel in New 
York city, the owner of whicli they well 
knew was the father of a mute gentle¬ 
man. There they dined, wined, and feast¬ 
ed, and when satisfied they assured the

and So, and that he would certainly see 
it made all right. What Mr. So and So 
thought of his “bosom friends” when he 

was informed of tho miniature banquet, 
and requested to foot the bill, and what 
he would have done with them had they 
been obliging enough to leave their 
names, we leave the reader to conjecture. 

In a city in the Western part of this 
State a mute one day appeared at the 
best hotel, and asked for lodgings. His 
baggage consisted of a well-filled valise 
and that, in the eyes of the proprietor, 
was ample security for a few days’ board. 
The few days over, and the mute, his 
bill unsettled, was gone; but the valise 
was left, and in its contents the landlord 
hoped to find ample compensation. What 
surprise, then was his, when upon its 
opening, it was found to contain naught; 
but old paper, a few bricks, and abund¬ 
ance of rags. 

If such things have happened once it 
is safe to say they will happen again; 
but those who do them have little idea 
what monstrous harm they are doing 
the community. It should be the duty of 
every mute who has a particle of self- 
respect to see that the place wherein he 
resides is kept clear from these pests. 

And upon these pests, in letters of burn¬ 
ing fire, should be branded this syllogism: 

No mute should do what is mean and disgraceful; 
It is mean and disgraceful to steal, to cheat, to beg, 
Therefore no mute should steal, cheat or beg.

CHAPEL EXERCISES AT THE ASYLUM. 

We were seated in the pleasant parlor 
of the Asylum, waiting, with no little 
curiosity, till the hoar should arrive for 
their class exercises. Half past two was 
the hour, and precisely at the moment 
we heard the first step of tho advancing 
line. Wo stepped to the door, and glanc¬ 
ed down the long hall. The boys came 
firet, marching according to their height- 
and many a bright-eyed little boy glanc¬ 
ed up into our face, winning our ready 
sympathy for their misfortune ; though 
they showed in their appearance no such 
need. They looked just like any other 
mass of school boys ; contentment, fun 
and mischief, especially the latter, a pre¬ 
dominant characteristic in boy nature, 
sparkled and shot out from their eyes, 
but did not show itself in any disorder 
while marching, Then came the girls, 
and I am sure that no one would ever 
imagine from their appearance that any 
dark cloud had ever overshadowed their 
sky. Happy, bright and pretty they 
looked as they marched along, and if 
their own taste was shown in the arrange¬ 
ment of their dress, they certainly have 
learned to use their eyes to good advan¬ 
tage. We followed them to the chapel 
and we who saw the Rev. Mr. Talbot in 
this capacity for the first time, are still 
more ciJnvinced that the State authorities 
knew what they were doing when they 
placed him in charge of the Asylum. Ho 
stood there before his blackboards, on 
which he had placed the skeleton of his 
sermon. The novelty of the scene, so 
much of the sermon written on the board 
and the effort to understand the rest, has 
so fixed that sermon in my mind, as I 
wish many another might be fixed. When 
all were seated, Mr. Talbot read from 
the Deaf and Dumb alphabet, a chapttr 
from tho Bible whicli was entirely Greek 
to us. Not so the prayer that followed. 
All stood with eyes fixed upon him who 
was praying. He did not use tho al¬ 
phabet, but made a sign for each word ; 
sometimes a sign expressed a short sen¬ 
tence. It was very expressive, and took 
but little imagination to see a beautiful 
prayer. No one could fail to know that 
when he asked God to take our hateful 
and disgusting sins from us, and make us 
pure and good. The text was from 
Mark 13th, 37th : “And what I say un¬ 
to you I say unto all, Watch ! The ser¬ 
mon was delivered iu gestures, or by 
signs. They were enjoined to watch their 
conduct, to watch lost they enter into 
temptation. During the fii'st part of 
tho discourse, we heard a little rustling 
among the pupils, as if a breeze was sway 
ing them. I asked my interpreter what 
caused it, and she said that lie was t»*ll- 
them that we were all animals, in one 
sense, and one of the girls did not wait 
for him to explain himself, but put up 
her bent arm and made the gesture “I do 
not believe it,” Every pupil except a 
few of the youngest, had their eyes riv¬ 
eted upon the speaker, and seemed to bn 
drinking in every word. I saw many 
who asked some question, or made some 
reply. One little boy gave a verj' amus¬ 
ed laugh, but soon suppressed it. I was 
told that tho speaker was telling them 
how we are different from the lower ani¬ 
mals ; that we are capable of being edu¬ 
cated, of thinking and reasoning; and 
lie asked them who would think of trying 
to teach an ox to read 1 One of the boys

temptation, the sins of David, Noah, 
Sampson and othors, were related. One 
of tho teachers afterward remarked that 
“that boy always considered it a joke 
that those old worthies should sin, and 
possibly some excuse for his own misdeed. 
The story of the eagle and the serpent 
was related in illustration during the 
sermon. It was a most periect panto¬ 
mime. We saw the eagle rise from the 
ground with its prey. Its flight a little 
labored at first, was more bold as it rose 
into the air. Farther and farther away, 
it was almost out of sight, when we be¬ 
come aware that something was wrong. 
It wavered, and commenced an irregular 
descent, and at last fell with a heavy 
thud, at the feet of the speaker. Hero 
was a wound under the wing, atid the 
serpent was wound many times around 
the body of the bird. We saw all this 
plainly, just from the gestures of '];< 
speaker, We returned home more than 
pleased, and confident that many of our, 
people do not realize how many things of 
interest are connected with the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum.— J. F. in Council BUt/C

In the Senate on Thursday A resolu¬ 
tion was agreed to, calling on tho Secre¬ 
tary of War to furnish a list of those re¬ 
tired from tho United States army under 
tho provisions of tho act of 1866.

a basis that gives general satisfaction at 
the time. The old basis, adopted eight 
years ago, had worked well. Mr. Men- 
ter’s jtable, presented yesterday, shows 
that though the basis may have been 
just, or believed to have been so when 
adopted, it is very unjust now, for it 
shows that eight towns in the past six 
years have decreased $99,174, while the 
remainder have increased $102,804. The 
town of Albion has been decreasing the 
number of non-resident lands while Am¬ 
boy has been increasing hers, till now 
tho disparity is some $30,000, all arising 
out of a divergence by a different classi¬ 
fication of resident and non-resident 
lands. One remedy proposed is that the 
Footing and Equalizing Committees shall 
watch tho matter, and when they find 
large tracts of land taken out of resident 
and put into non-resident lands^ correct 
it by raising the resident lands. But 
this is impracticable, because the change 
is made slowly from year to year. Eight 
towns have been running up their non¬ 
resident and down their resident lands, 
some in one, some in two, three or four 
years, and some during the w hole eight 
years. Ho thought the plan reported by 
the Committee was an improvement, and 
he thought tho plan proposed by the 
opposition ought to be patented. They 
are afraid that there may be something 
out of the way in the future. That is 
assuming that we are tho guardians of 
the future, and are better than the men 
who shall come after us—-a very falla¬ 
cious argument. The Committee is an 
intelligent one, and have prepared this 
basis with great care and labor; they 
do not claim that it is exactly just and 
equal, but that it is as just as can be made 
with the facts and figures accessible. The 
basis proposed by the amendment is 
mdre unequal than that reported by the 
Committee. 

Mr. Menter rose to make an explana- 
nation. In referring to the town of Am¬ 
boy, he made the figures for Amboy in 
1866,$134,709, whereas they should have 
been $125,334, which will change the 
ratio from $5.50 to $5. He opposed the 
amendment. They have raised the val¬ 
uation of some villages, ancl also the city 
of Oswego in some respects. Mexico 
was raised $10,000, whereas Pulaski, 
which has always been the same as Mex¬ 
ico, remains unchanged. He wanted an 
equality preserved in whatever action 
may be had. He saw no reason why
